.,,Washington—A senatorial investi- 
gation into’the shipping board’s policy 
of scrapping merchant ships in gen- 
eral’ard its sale of 199 vessels as junk 
to Henyy Ford in particular will be 
demanded by Senator Duncan U. 
Fletcher. The ranking Democrat on 
the ‘commerce committee, which has 
jurisdiction over shipping legislation, 
said the matter will be given a gen- 
eral airing when his committee ‘takes 
up the merchant marine problem in 
December. 

He made it nisin that he had no ‘ob- 
jection to Ford getting government 
ships for operation. But he is con- 
vinced that: it is. illegal to junk the 
ships, notwithstanding Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent’s ruling to the contrary. 
The circumstances surrounding the 
sale to Ford also call for rigid inquiry 
to clear the atmosphere of certain 
rather mysterious and unexplained 
happenings, in the opinion of Senator 
Fletcher. 

When bids for the ships were first 
opened it was found that Ford had 
failed to make an offer. 

Admiral Palmer’s recommendation 
that the highest bidder be accepted 
was rejected to give Ford another 
chance. 

In the second competition Ford was 
awarded the 199 ships. 

Then it was discovered that a bid 
higher than Ford’s had been received 
by the board, but it was not trans- 
mitted to Admiral .Palmer unt! too 
late for him to consider it.

GERMAN DYES IMPORTED 
* DESPITE OUR HIGH DUTY 


Synthette Dyes Produced in Germany 
in Such Volume as to Permit Them 
to Meet Competition of American 
Manufacturers. 


Washington.—German dyes are be- 


‘ing imported into this country in ever’ 


increasing quantity, despite the ef- 
forts of congress to erect an insur- 
mountable tariff wall against them, 
according to a report issued by the 
department of commerce. 

During the last seven months 3,178,- 
994 pounds of synthetic dyes, valued 
at $3,013,459 were imported, com- 
pared with 1,359,639 pounds, with a 
valuation of $1,383,442, the same pe- 
riod in 1924. : 

The department of commerce made 
no comment on the breaking down of 
the tariff wall by the German dye 
industry. 

When the McCumber-Fordney tariff. 


schedules .were under consideration. 


by congress, studied efforts were 
made to make the dye rates so high 
that German dye manufacturers could 
not compete with the American in- 
dustry, organized during the war. 

It was argued that Americans had 
obtained most of the secrets held by 
the Germans and that dyes being 
made in this country were just as 
good, if not better than any produced 
in Germany. : 


BRITISH COLUMBIA HAS 


A NEW GOLD STRIKE 
Wrangel, Alaska.—After repeated 
reports of failures, gold is being 


taken in paying quantities in the 
Telegraph creek district of the Cas- 
siar country, British Columbia, where 
a strike was made last autumn. 

‘First shipments of gold from the 
district, which lies three hundred 
miles east of here, were in Wrangel 
recently, brought out by a boat on the 
Stikine ‘river.

10,000 MILES OF FEDERAL AID 
ROAD COMPLETED IN YEAR 


At the beginning of the fiscal year 
85,452 miles of main national high- 
ways had been completed: under the 
federal aid program. Ths year's work 
has brought the total to more than 
46,000 miles in service. Texas led in 
mileage completed during the year 
with 784 miles, followed by South Da- 
kota with 458, Illinois with 431 and. 
Minnesota with 429 miles. The fiscal 
year ending June 30 has seen the 
completion of 9,445 miles of federal 
aid road and the completion of an ad- 
ditional 4,587 miles not yet inspected * 
and accepted, according to figures an:

L’Enfant returned to Philadelphia 
and did some architectural work. In 
the War of 1812 he was appointed to 
construct Fort Washington on the 
Potomac. After this L’Enfant lived 
chiefly with his friend Dudley Digges, 
Esq., at his fine mansion house, Chel- 
lum Castle, near Bladensburg. He 
haunted the halls of congress, impor- 
tuning representatives and senators 


for “adequate ia ES for his 
services.” 


As to his success with congress 
there are several stories. One is that 
‘congress never gave him a cent. An- 
other is that in 1800 he filed a claim 
for $95,000 and was finally granted 
$2,500, which was seized by a credi- 
tor. A third is that in addition to the 
grant of $2,500 he was in 1810 given 
$666.66, with interest from March 1, 
1792. 

L’Enfant died at the age of seventy. 
Apparently he had no relatives. It is 
said there is no authentic portrait of 
him in existence. Certainly his death 
caused no public concern. He was 
buried under a cedar tree at Chellum 
Castle. And for just 84 years his un- 
marked grave was left to the care of 
nature. 

Along about 1900 Washington had 
another “renaissance,” under congres- 
sional auspices. Somebody hunted up 
the original L’Enfant plan—and lo! it 
was by far the best. So congress, as 
far as possible, unscrambled_ the 
scrambled L’Enfant eggs and went 
back to his plan. It was also decided 
to make public recognition of L’En- 
fant’s genius and services. 

L’Enfant’s remains, located after 
long search, were taken April 28, 1909, 
to the rotunda of the capitol at Wash- 
ington. There they lay in state, as 
have the remains of presidents who 
have died in office and those of the 
“Unknown Soldier.” President Taft 
and Jules Jusserand, the French am- 
bassador, headed the dignitaries who 
attended the services. The funeral cor- 
tege made its way up Pennsylvania 
avenue and on to Arlington, the na- 
tional cemetery. Interment was made 
,on a prominent knoll in front of the 
| Washington-Lee mansion. In 1911 was 
dedicated the memorial herewith 
shown. 

Today new plans have been made 
eas the beautification of Washington. 
A magnificent memorial bridge, typi- 
fying the complete union of the North 
and South, will cross the Potomac. An 
ornate highway will lead from the 
capitol, by way of the Lincoln Memor- 
ial and past the L’Enfant memorial, 
to the amphitheater tn Arlington. 

So if Maj. Pierre Charles L’Enfant 
about the year 1935 could roll away 
the memorial above him and from his 
vantage point near the “Unknown Sol- 
dier” look out upon the magnificent 
vista ending in the permanent seat of 
government he planned for the United 
States of America—

EASY DESSERTS 

A dainty dessert which is easy to 
prepare is as follows: Take stripg of 
sponge cake, soak 
them in canned 
apricot juice, top 
with a spoonful 
of sweetened and 
flavored whipped 
cream and lay 
half of an apricot 
in the cream. It 
looks like a 
poached egg, but tastes better. 

Lemon Jello With Peaches.—Make 
a mold of lemon jello, unmold on a 
platter and heap around it halves of 
Sweetened peaches. Around the 
peaches heap sweetened whipped cream 
and serve well chilled. 

Cherry Dumplings.—Take half cup- 
ful of finely’ chopped suet, mix with 
two cupfuls of flour, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder and cold water to make a 
dough to roll. Roll out an inch thick 
and cover the surface well with cher- 
ries. Dust with sugar, roll and tie in 
a cloth, place in boiling water and cook 
two hours. Serve with a hard sauce. 

Prune Flip.—Take thirty large 
prunes, a half cupful of nuts, chopped, 
the whites of four eggs and four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Stew the prunes 
until soft; cut up and add the wal- 
nuts, add sugar and fold in the beaten 
egg whites. Bake in a well buttered 
baking dish until firm. 

Apple Plum Pudding.—Pare and chop 
three large apples, stone and cut in 
quarters a dozen ripe plums. Stir 
these into the batter made of two cup- 
fuls of flour, two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder, two well beaten eggs, one- 
half cupful of heavy cream and one 
cupful of sugar. One teaspoonful 
each of grated nutmeg and powdered 
cloves may be sifted with the flour if 
desired. Bake in a well greased pud- 
ding mold for an hour and a half. 
Serve while hot, with hard sauce. 

Fruit Cup.—Place three tablespoon- 
fuls of grape juice in a tall glass, add 
two teaspoonfuls of lemon juice, and 
two teaspoonfuls of orange juice and 
one-half teaspoonful of sugar. Stir 
well, add one-half glass of shaved ice 


and fill the glass with ginger.ale. Serve:

Boil a cupful of 
sugar and two 
cupfuls of water 
for’ five minutes.

juice of three oranges, the juice of 
two lemons and a can of grated pine- 
apple. Freeze, if desired, or pack in 
a mold in equal parts of ice and salt 
for three hours. Remove from the 
mold and garnish with slices of lemon 
and mint leaves dipped in powdered 
sugar. 

Fruit Juice Frappe.—Take two cup- 
fuls of fruit juice, one -cupful of 
sugar and two cupfuls of water and 
the juice of two lemons. Cook the 
sugar and water for five minutes, cool 
and add the fruit juices. Bury in 
equal parts of ice and salt for three 
hours. Ifa fine texture is desired use 
one part of salt to two of ice and 
let stand for five hours. 

Orange and Grape Juice Frappe.— 
Add one cupful of sugar to two cup- 
fuls of grape juice, one cupful of 
orange juice and one-fourth cupful of 
lemon juice. One cupful of cream 
may be added, making a richer drink. 
Fill the mold and pack as usual in 
ice and salt. Garnish with whipped 
cream when serving. 

Chiffonade Tea Punch.—Make four 
cupfuls of strong tea, let it cool, then 
add to it the juice of six lemons and 
one pineapple cut in small pieces, one 
pound of cherries and one cupful of 
granulated sugar. Stir until the sugar 
is dissovied. Add a quart of car- 
bonated water, pour into a pitcher and 
serve with a sprig of mint on top of 
each glass, Serve with chipped ice 
and cookies. 

For Iced tea, use twice as much tea 
and prepare it at noon to be used at 
night, putting the tea into cold water. 
The flavor is quite different. P 

lced Turkish Coffee.—Prepare a 
quart of clear black coffee and, while 
hot, stir in three well beaten egg yolks 
into two cupfuls of boiling milk. Cook 
over hot water until. thick, sweeten 
to taste and when cold add the stiffly 
beaten whites and one cupful of cream, 
beaten stiff. Serve with straws in 
chilled glasses, adding ice to each.

Had Ways of Dealing 
With Intrusive Nobles 


Av a general rule, oppression in the 
Middle ages was strictly a one-way af. 
fair; the lords oppressed the people, 
and that was all there was about it. 
But there were exceptions to this gen- 
eral rule; for example, the feudal law 
seemed to run rather sluggishly in the 
neighborhood of Liege. In the Fif- 
teenth century,.at the tima when feud- 
alism was at the apogee preceding its 
decline, this manufacturing city, un- 
der its ruling bishop, had an extreme. 
ly short way of dealing ..’‘h intrusive 
nobles. The city is surrounded by 
heights which, commanding it, of- 
fered most eligible sites for feudal 
castles, since one of the feudal jests 
with the commonalty was the stopping 
of provisions until a ransom should 
be paid. 

But according to Michelet: 

“Some morning the mountain would 
hear no sounds from the city and 
would see neither fire nor smoke, The 
people had struck work. Presently 
from twenty to thirty thousand work- 
nen would defile through the gates, 
march on such or such a castle, dis- 
mantle and lay it level with the 
ground. They would indemnify the 
baron with lands in the plain—” 
where, to interpolate a remark, he 
could not watch them—“and a good 
house in Liege—” where they could 
keep an eye upon him. 

The archives of the city, quoted by 
the same historian, relate that one 
of the barons in question, Sir Radus, 
returned from a journey he had taken 
in company with the bishop of Liege, 
to find the spot on which his castle 
had stood entirely bare. 

“By my fay, Sir Bishop,” his aston- 
tshed voice comes to us down the 
ages, “I knew not whether I am 
dreaming or awake; but I was accus- 
tomed to see my house, Sylvestre, here, 
and now I do not perceive it.” 

“Be not angry, my good Radus,” re 
plied the bishop gently. “You shall 
not be a loser by it.” 

One imagines the gentle churchman 
looking ‘slightly embarrassed. 

“But,” he adds diffidently, “I have 
had a monastery built out of the 
stones of your castle."—F. R. Buck- 
ley, in Adventure Magazine. y

Phosphate Rock Output 

The phosphate rock shipped from 
mines in the United States in 1924 
amounted to 2,771,000 long tons, valued 
at $9,740,000, according to preliminary 
figures made public by the Department 
of the Interior, which were compiled 
by the geological survey. Florida, the 
leading state, shipped 2,836,000 long 
tonsa, worth $7,507,000, more than nine- 
tenths of which. was land- 
small” quantities from Kentucky 
amounted to 396,000 tons, worth $2,- 
039,000. Idaho, Montana and Wyoming 
made small shipments, according to an 
Interior department bulletin. 

The phosphate rock mined in the 
United States in 1924 amounted to 
2,756,000 long tons, which is 6 per cent 
less than that mined in 1923. More 
than four-fifths of it was mined in 
Florida. Most of the remainder was 
mined in Tennessee and Kentucky, 
thongh a small quantity was mined in 
Idaho and Montana and Wyoming.
